»lvely to Chines* patrons. 
Th* exchange has 1,436 lin*a to 
to rtt the 10,000 Chinese inhabitants 
Of the district. The operators are Chi* 
nree girls, 13 In number. All must 
speak, r*ad and writ* English, but 
more important , they are familiar 
with several native Chinee* dialecto 
for China as a nation is a great un- 
wleldly empire that Is a babel of ton­ 
gues. 
The 13 girls handle an average of 
11,090 calls daily, nearly all inter- 
Chinatown service. The girls roust re- 
jacmber names, numbers and address­ 
es because th* bulk of the calls are 
made by name and nqt by number. 
All the girls are graduates of 
San 
Francisco schools. Loo Kum Shoo, the 
manager, was graduated from the Un­ 
iversity of California.

Another peculiarity of the service is 
that there are absolutely no 
party 
lines in Chinatown. Though recognis 
ed as scrupulously honest, the Chine»# 
to very secretive by nature and de­ 
mand* un individual line. 
The telephone exchange building to 
one of the finest specimens of Chinese 
architecture to be found anywhere 
even in China itself, with it» pagoda­ 
like tower sad prow-like balconies. But 
the architecture 1s dictated by greet 
dent. The several roofs wire not add 
ed for ostentation, but because the 
Chines* consider that the dignity and 
social position of the inmates of 
house are in direct proportion to the 
number of roots sheltering them. 
The retrousse balconies are design­ 
ed to shoot rain from th t buildings and 
shelter it from direct rays of the sun. 
Supporting columns have no capitals 
or bases and arc as round and red as 
giant firecrackers.
